Cal State Northridge closed their 


campus library Tuesday afternoon 
and students, faculty and staff were 
permitted to leave campus with 
“proper notification” to their profes- 
sors or supervisors, after university 
officials were notified of a possible 
gunman on campus. 

This happened after a man ap- 
proached a library staff member and 
indicated he had a gun, said Carmen 
_Chandler, director of news and infor- 
- mation at CSUN. 

Shortly after, the library was evac- 


uated and closed while police and a 
bomb squad unit made their way to 
the scene. 

“We are erring on the side of cau- 
tion,” said Chandler at = time. “The 
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Police directing CSUN students, faculty and staff away from 
the campus’ Oviatt Library. 


library will remain closed until they 
get the all clear to do otherwise.” 

At around 4 p.m., Mark Stover, 
CSUN library dean, told, CSUN’s 
campus newspaper, The Daily Sun- 


diak that the campus library would not ° 
be open until Wednesday at 7:45 a.m. 

Soon after, the campus newspaper 
reported that police did not find any 
suspicious activity on campus or in 
the library. 

Sarkis Mkrtchyan, 24, claims he 
saw a man who fit the suspect’s de- 
scription screaming profanities next to 
a stone pillar by the front of the build-_ 
ing saying he was “doing a lot, not get- - 
ting credit for it, and there’s no recog- 
nition,” The Daily Sundial reported. 

CSUN students received phone 
calls and emails notifying them of the 


* occurrence, said Marisol Aguilar, a 


CSUN graduate student. 

According to Aguilar, there were 
news crews and police around the 
library. 

Aguilar said that she was comforted 
by the presence of the police officers 
on campus. 

“T feel scared. It makes me nervous 
to know that anyone from the commu- 
nity can just come on campus,” said 
Aguilar. “It’s just a scary situation.” 


Women voting in Saudi Arabia seen as ‘huge step’ 


Students see women’s suffrage as moving 
forward, professors disagree.

The women of Saudi Arabia will 
have the right to vote and run in mu- 


nicipal elections in 2015, according to 
Saudi Arabia’s King Abdullah. 

This ground-braking decree, made 
on Sunday, will slightly improve 
women’s rights conditions in Saudi 
Arabia while relieving ultraconserva- 
tive ruling limiting their freedom. 

“It’s a good small step,” interna- 


tional studies and political science 
professor Nathan Gonzalez said. ““Sau- 
di Arabia is among the worst countries 
when it comes to gender inequality.” 

Anthropology Graduate Student 
Allison Hunt disagrees and says “it’s 
a huge step.” / 

The extent to which women will 
experience equal rights is question- 
able, since staunch Saudi laws prevent 
women from exercising freedoms such 
as traveling, engaging in paid work or 


higher education, or marrying without, 
the permission of a male guardian. 

It is also illegal for women to drive 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Last June nearly three-dozen wom- 
en protested the law by openly driving 
through city streets. 

“Driving would be more of a free- 
dom to women than voting,” Gonzalez 
said.

Cal State Long Beach’s department 
of Africana Studies will host a lecture 
today about the unfolding events in 
Libya, entitled “Engaging Libya: In- 
ternational Legitimacy and National 
Interest.” rf 

There will be specific issues dis- 
cussed during the lecture, including 
discourse on moral and legal impli- 
cations, extensions of U.S. foreign 
policy, and recent issues regarding 
U.S. involvement in Libya, according 
to Maulana Karenga, professor and 
chair of the department of Africana 
Studies. 

After the overthrow of Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi, “Engag-

ing Libya” hopes to spread further 
knowledge about more recent events 
unfolding in Africa and the Middle 
East. 

Roland Adjovi, academic direc- 
tor of the Nyerere Center for Peace 
Research in Arusha, Tanzania, will 
share his expertise on international 
law and human rights. Adjovi once 
served on the International Criminal 
Tribunal for Rwanda, a 1994 United 
Nations-sanctioned court that judged 
people responsible for the Rwandan 
Genocide. In addition, he earned his 
educational background in law and 
public administration, and political 
science and human rights at the Uni- 
versity of Paris. 

Other possible issues up for discus- 
sion are Libya’s distribution of wealth, 
deplorable living conditions and gov- 
ernment obligations. 

Karenga said, “Stresses in recent 
years, along with uprising in Tunisia 
and Egypt, have helped countries like 
Libya to bring their issues to light.”

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Professor talks earthquake hazards 


The lecture will 
address the San 
Andreas Fault.

Cal State Long Beach geologist and 
assistant professor Nathan Onderdonk 
will lead a discussion on how geologists 
estimate earthquake hazards and which 
areas could be affected next, focusing 
on the possibility of an earthquake on 
the San Andreas Fault. 

“Anticipating the ‘Big One’” spon- 
sored by the Fellows of the CSULB 
College of Natural Sciences and Math- 


ematics, will be at 6 p.m. on Oct. 6, in 
the campus Pyramid Annex conference 
room. 

Onderdonk earned his Ph.D. in geol- 
ogy from UC Santa Barbara, followed 
by two years of post-doctoral research 
at the University of Oslo, Norway, 
studying Arctic geology. 

Onderdonk teaches geomorphology, 
tectonic geomorphology, field ecol- 
ogy and natural disasters courses at 
CSULB:.. 

According to Onderdonk, the discus- 
sion will start with the recent earth- 
quake in Japan and some of the lessons 
that were learned from the natural di- 
saster. 

However, the main focus of the dis- 
cussion will not be on Japan. Instead, 
Onderdonk will focus on the chance of 
a major earthquake nearby, possibly on 


the San Andreas Fault. 

“TThe San Andreas Fault] hasn’t rup- 
tured in a while, certain parts of it are 
due for a major earthquake,” Onder- 
donk said. ‘ 

The definition of a fault being over- 
due is hard to specify, Onderdonk said. 

“For example, the San Jacinto Fault 
has typically had a major earthquake 
(a magnitude 7 or higher) once every 
200 years on average,” Onderdonk 
said. “The last major earthquake on the 
San Jacinto Fault was in 1800 — that’s 
about 211 years ago. So, we’re kind of 
overdue, but. you can’t get much better 
than that.” 

Onderdonk said students should at- 
tend the discussion if they’re interested 
in learning more about earthquake haz- 
ard estimates. 

“J think it’s something [students]

need to be aware of,” he said. “Future 
scientists need to see where there’s 


room for improvement.”

portation, in addition to less reliance on 
fossil fuels. 

Hadji, a film major, used the RLC 
shuttle service as a convenient way. to 
save on gas and avoid parking lot head- 
aches. She said, now that the schedule 
changes have taken effect, she has be- 
gun driving her own vehicle*to school 
on Fridays to avoid long waits and be- 
ing late for class. 

“I’ve just been taking my car Fridays 
to school and walking to class because 
I don’t want to wait for the shuttle be-

cause I’ll be late for class and my teach- 
ers don’t accept tardiness,” Hadji said’ 

Hadji also mentioned that the shut- 
tles seem to be more full and crowded 
than they used to be. 

“On Fridays, it’s packed, especially 
mornings,” she said: “Sometimes, I 
can’t even get on because the shuttle is 
already full.” 

Vin Pham, RLC resident and civil 
engineering major, has also recognized 
changes since he began using the shut- 
tle service after moving to the RLC in 
the fall of 2010. 

“They are absolutely more crowded,” 
Pham said. “Especially in the morning 
and at 3 p.m.” 

Pham, whose classes start at 9 a.m., 


said he waits for the shuttle at 8:20 a.m., 
but sometimes it won’t arrive until 8:45 
a.m. He owns a car, but uses the shuttles 
for convenience because it would take 


far too long to walk to the engineering © 


building, where his classes are held. 

“T don’t know if it’s the traffic or they 
changed the driver, but it takes forever,” 
Pham said. “Last Monday, I was wait- 
ing for the shuttle for 30 minutes to get 
to my class and I was still late.” 

Pham also mentioned that sometimes 
the shuttle is so late that he has missed 
classes. 

CSULB’s on-campus shuttles are 
busiest on Mondays between 9-10 a.m. 
RLC shuttles are busiest on Mondays 
between 7-8 a.m., according to Thomas.

She also stated that crowded shuttles 
may be due to increased enrollment and 
students’ increased desire to use alter- 
native means of transportation. 

“Shuttle use is high, which is consis- 
tent with the beginning of the semes- 
ter,” Thomas said. 

Enrollment at CSULB is up, total- 
ing approximately 34,900 students this 
fall — a 5 percent increase from the 
33,153 students that were recorded for 
spring 2011, as indicated by the univer- 
sity’s website. 

According to Thomas, housing resi- 
dents can choose from a total of seven 
shuttles that will take them to and from 
campus dormitories. The two West 
Campus and three All Campus Trip- 


a 


per shuttles serve residents living in 
on-campus housing facilities, such as 
Parkside Commons, Residence Com- 
mons and International House. 

However, residents living at the off- 
site RLC may only use the designated 
RLC shuttle, since it is the only shuttle 
that will take students off campus. 

Thomas recommended that students 
check on the status of shuttles using the 
live tracking system at csulbshuttle. 
com. The site shows users in real time 
how full each shuttle is and how many 
minutes it will take to get to their stop. 

If the Internet tracking or texting 
feature isn’t working properly, students 
may contact the Rideshare coordinator 
for assistance at 562-985-4091. 


The parking problems.at CSULB have reached a 
new high this semester. Students and faculty labeled 
this semester as the worst for parking we’ve seen in 
a while. z 

With the shuttles running on limited hours and no 
reliable off-campus transportation the situation is bad 
and in need of a solution. There’s no one definite way 
in which the school should 
fix the problem; however, it 
needs to be taken care of... 
Quickly. 

This semester, CSULB 
saw an increase in enrollment, which lead to an 
increase in the purchase of parking permits. This 
increase has lead to frustrations among students who 
can’t find parking in any of the parking lots or the 
three structures. 

Before, parking was typically a problem in the 
early morning, and then it would open up mid-morn- 
ing before becoming near impossible in the afternoon. 
This semester, students have had trouble at all times 
of the day, and it hasn’t tapered off the way it usually 
does. 

In previous semesters, parking would be bad for the 
first two weeks or so, before becoming manageable. 
But, here we are, five weeks into the semester and it’s 
as bad as it’s ever been. We need a solution now. 

An obvious answer would be to limit the amount of 
parking permits sold each semester. 

When CSULB saw an influx in enrollment this se- 
mester, it didn’t see an influx in new parking spaces. 
Our existing parking lots can no longer accommo- 
date the students. It’s not likely. we'll get any new 
structures or spaces, seeing as we’re already crunched 
for cash as it is. That’s probably why a cap on permits 
hasn’t happened yet. 

Students buying permits is a surefire way of 
bringing cash into the university, and it’s unlikely 
they’d want to limit that. But, with too many students 
fighting for too few spaces, it’s an easy way to fix the 
problem. ; : 

The university should set a specific amount of

parking permits to sale and once that number is.met, that’s it-Cap- 
ping permits would help ease the problem, and it would encourage 
students to buy their permits earlier. If you don’t have the luxury 

of waiting until the last minute — or after the semester’s started — 


you'll buy it sooner. 


Another solution would be to implement more off-campus trans- 
portation. Increasing shuttle routes to off-campus locations other 


‘than the RLC dorms would allow students who live in 
forgo commuting in favor of catching a ride. 


Not everyone who lives near campus walks or bikes to school, 
but considering CSULB is mostly comprised of commuters, they _ 
should. There are a lot of students from Orange County and Los 
Angeles who have to-;commute.

Irvine II’ verdict is one that stands for the rights 


In a country that sets its,democratic ideals as 
precedent for the rest of the world, one would 
assume that its constitutional rights would prevail 
under any circumstances. Regretfully, all of this 
has changed, as the verdict of the “Irvine 11” case 
was guilty on Friday, Sept. 23. 

In February of 2010, 11 students from both UC 
Irvine and UC Riverside heckled Israeli Ambas- 
sador to the United States, Michael Oren at UC 
Irvine. 

Almost a year later, the students were crimi- 
nally charged with one misdemeanor count to 
disturb a meeting and one misdemeanor count of 
a conspiracy to disturb a meeting. The defendants 
and supporters had faith that despite the energy, 
‘time and money wasted in the case, in the end 
the justice system would prevail and grant the 
defendants their constitutional rights. 

To hear that they were found guilty on all 
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counts was shocking-and gravely disappointing. 


- According to the Orange County Register, their 


punishment is three years of informal probation, 
56 hours of community service and an assortment 
of fees. 

It is no secret that protests are a common prac-- 
tice among college campuses. If students were 
criminally charged for every university protest 
that took place, our jails would 
be filled with undergraduate 
students. The prosecutors ar- 
gue that the protestors heckled a 
Michael Oren and were disruptive to the meeting.

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Obama's No Child Left Behind Act is in need of some improvement 


When the No Child Left Behind Act went into 
effective back in January 2001, it was backed by 
much bipartisan support. At the time, education 
of U.S. children was declining significantly, and a 
major change was needed to counteract the trend. 

Over the years, the cracks in the No Child Left 
Behind Act have slowly surfaced. The main one 
being the requirement that 100 percent of students 
be proficient in their studies by 2014. The goal 
of 100 percent proficiency was admirable at the 
time, however as 2014 draws near, it’s becoming 
clear that a majority of schools will fail to meet 
the requirement. 

This realization led the Obama Administration 
to announce last Friday that a relief waiver from 
the No Child Left Behind Act’s 100 percent pro- 
ficiency rule would be available to schools who 
agree to fulfill a list of new requirements. Some 
of those requirements included allowing both the 
schools and states to draw up their own goals for 


their students; however, it would be subject to 
federal approval. Also, new goals written by the 
Department of Education would have to be met 
as well. 

It was a good idea by the Obama Administra- 
tion to provide struggling schools with a waiver 
option. First off, there are too many variables 
that can affect the outcome of 
students’ standardized testing 
scores. A few include a lack 
in school funding, the area a 
school is in and the effective- 
ness:of education materials offered. 

It’s‘unfair to expect a school located in the 
poor side of a district to-perform as well as one 
located in an affluent part of town. 

This isn’t because the richer school has smarter 
students, but because they have more opportuni- 
ties to. use enhanced educational techniques that 
put them in front of other schools. : 


Even if a school does manage to educate 
its students to the point where.they all meet 
proficient levels, it doesn’t mean these levels will 
carry over to their testing. No matter how smart 
a kid is, bad nutrition, bad sleeping habits, stress, 
problems at home or-poor test taking skills can 
affect'a student’s score. 

Even if only one student doesn’t 
score proficiently for whatever 


CH ASE DOERR extraneous reason, the Depart- 


ment of Education will see it as 

if the entire school were failing. 
The pressure that the 100 percent proficiency rule 
hangs over our schools eventually trickles down 
to the students and that is unnecessary and pos- - 
sibly-harmful. F 

If the Department of Education really wants to 

improve our nation’s education system there are 
some ways they can do it without requiring 100 
percent proficiency. 


Besides increasing federal funding to all 
schools, requiring teachers to be more responsible 
for standardized test scores may be an option. 

If a school isn’t performing well in a certain 
area of education, the low standardized scores 
should be taken into consideration more when 
it comes to teacher evaluations. Instead of 
punishing an entire school for underachieving by 
labeling their school as failing, administrators 
cant take care of the problem by improving those 
responsible for teaching the children. 

There are many other ways the No Child Left 
Behind Act could have been written more ef- 
fectively. 

It’s important to take drastic measures to 
improve our education system, however a gradual 
approach to the issue would have been much 
better.

Offshore from the’ Long Beach Ma- 
rina on Sunday between 8 p.m. and 1 
a.m., artist Christian’ Salcedo Ward 
concluded the opening of his latest ex- 
hibit by hitching up his pink kayak and 
going to sleep on a buoy in the middle 
of the ocean. 

Before spending the night on the 
buoy, Ward _had wheeled the kayak 
down sidewalks from Cal State Long 
Beach’s Merlino Gallery, where he in- 
troduced “Ocean Camp,” the latest in- 
stallment of work related to his larger 
series “Movin’ Around.” 

Essentially, the series is an explora- 
tion of human migration. The focus of 
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the artwork is not limited to the physi- . 


cal migrants because it also includes the 
metaphysical. 

Some of his recent mono-serigraph, 
relief, etching, and monoprints are on 
display, embodying his assertion that 
“humans generate ideas through print- 
ed information and its distribution”. 

In Ward’s 2011 mixed media piece, 
“Maps (ocean layers),” he combines’ his 
prints with found documents and items, 
such as a passport, to signify the printed 
encapsulation of travel. The objects hold 
a personal meaning of a place and time 
to the viewer in relation to their finding. 

“Objects are placeholders for new for- 
mations of aura and culture,” Ward said. 

The art is chosen for the nostalgia 
they provoke within him. He said he 
considers it to be a “vehicle of origin.” 
It alludes to his family’s ceremony of 
celebrating the ocean, which is how 
“Ocean Camp’ originated. d 

His combined mono-serigraph prints, 
collectively called “Mariners,” allude to 
the length he has gone relating to others 
through his own personal experience of 
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growing up by the ocean. The prints de- 
pict ocean-faring peoples from around 
the world — New Guinea, Micronesia 
and Polynesia all fused into the distinct 
aesthetics of his printing style. 

Fueled by postmodern ideals and 
essays by Roland Barthes and Michel 
Foucault, Ward displays his found ob- 
ject piece “Tarpaulin.” It consists of a 
tarpaulin tent strung up in the gallery 
with a collection of camping tools, 
books and a cast handgun “for protec- 
tion” underneath. 

In conjunction with his other found 


object piece, “Pink Kayak,” refers to 


the protection of civilization.that he has 
repeatedly toyed with by venturing into 
situations. He has been challenging the 
fear of the “undesignated”. 

Ward describes “Ocean Camp” 
as a “mythical place you can go to,” 
and documents some of his first visits 
through his work “Derelict Futbol,” 
a bronze cast of a floating soccer ball 
found by him and his father on one of 
their voyages. When Ward dismantled 
“Pink Kayak” halfway through his 
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Work, like “Mariners,” by student artist Christian Salcedo Ward are on display in the Cal State Long Beach student art galleries.

opening, he was going to ‘Ocean Camp’ 
by putting on the displayed wetsuit and 
straw hat to take the kayak out. 

Ward’s prints are always enjoyable 
and original, and while his found ob- 
ject sculptures do not translate easily, 
they do add to the mystery of his cov- 
eted destination. The work emphasizes 
Ward’s postmodern theory of human 
life returning to the sea. 

Ward also included an anagram 
contest to, his exhibit by mixing in 50 
hand-printed gallery cards with the 
100 commercially produced. The lucky 
individual who gathers all of thé nec- 
essary cards to complete the anagram: 
“Ocean Camp” will win a trip to visit 
“Ocean Camp”. with him. He was a 
bit concerned about actually having to 
bring someone to a mythical location. If 
someone does find the cards Ward said, 
“We will go to Ocean Camp”. 

“Ocean Camp” is on display at student 
art galleries this week. Gallery hours are 
Monday through Thursday from noon to 
5 p.m. The galleries are located between 
the FA2 and FA3 buildings,

to various summer leagues around the 
country to continue playing competi- 
tive basketball during the lockout. 

The first game between the respective 


summef leagues was held at Trinity Uni- . 


versity in Washington, D.C. on Aug 20 
in front of 1,500 attendees. Many who 
bought tickets to the highly anticipated 
exhibition were turned away at the door. 
The Pyramid’s listed capacity is 5,000. 

According to the Drew League Face- 
book page, ticket prices have been set 
for $25 and $30 for standard seating 
and $100 for floor seats. 

Drew League Commissioner Dino 
Smiley announced Monday tliat the 
rematch between the two leagues was 
scheduled to be played at the Pyramid 
via Twitter: “The Big Pay Back” Drew 
vs. Goodman Game will Be at Long 
Beach State University. Ticket purchas- 
es will be online & campus box office 
on 9/28.” 

Long Beach State Athletic Director Vic 
Cegles echoed Smiley’s announcement 
via his Twitter account Tuesday morn- 
ing: “[Long Beach State athletics] is proud 
to host the [Drew League] vs. Goodman 
League rematch on Oct. 9 at the [Walter 
Pyramid]. Get ready for a show.” 

Long Beach State Assistant ‘Athlet- 
ic Director Todd Miles said the Drew 
League contacted Pyramid officials 
about using the venue for the game af- 
ter approaching several other schools. 

“It’s a standard third-party rental 
agreement like all the other non-ath- 
letic department events held at the 
Pyramid,” Miles said. “We don’t get 
anything from the tickets and there-is 
no agreement at this time for them to 
promote Long Beach State. 
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However, Miles said the exhibition 
game will provide the Long Beach State 
program with a reasonable amount of 
notoriety. 

“Obviously with the event being in 
the Pyramid, we get some promotion 
thanks to our signage in the building 
and on the court. “ 

The Pyramid hosted Pro-Am games 
from 1995 to 2007 with prospective 
NBA players participating, but it has 
never hosted an organized exhibition 
game with players of this magnitude. 

Durant, who earned the scoring title 
for the 2010-2011 NBA season, led 
Goodman to a victory over Drew the 
last game with 44 points and blocked 
his Oklahoma City Thunder teammate 
James Harden at the buzzer to secure 
the win. 

Harden, who played in the Drew 
League this past summer will play in 
the upcoming exhibition along with 
several other LA-born NBA players. 
USA Today reported that the Drew 


League’s roster will feature Trevor . | 


Ariza (New Orleans Hornets), rookie 
Derrick Williams (Minnesota Timber- 
wolves), Dorrell Wright (Golden State 
Warriors) and Nick Young (Washing- 
ton Wizards). 

None of ‘these players participated 
in the first game, but the Drew League 
had NBA players Brandon Jennings 
(Milwaukee Bucks), DeMar DeRozan 
(Toronto Raptors) and James Harden 
(Thunder) already are on their roster. 

Drew League MVP and Long Beach 
State point guard Casper Ware didn’t 
participate in the game due to NCAA 
rules and won’t be playing in the up- 
coming rematch either. 

“Tm not allowed to play anywhere 
during school,” Ware said. “I believe 
it’s going to be a great game like last 
time.”
